Dr. Rem sen in reply telegraphed as 
follows: 
“It wou ld be idle for me to appoint 
a com m ittee to investigate the north 
pole problem u nless it were clearly 
u nderstood 
th a t 
C om tin de r 
Peary 
and Dr. Cook are willing to su bm it 
th eir evidence to su ch a com m ittee. 
If they are willing to do so I shall not 
h esitate to appoint su ch a com m ittee 
as you su ggest,”

Mr. Osborn at once took steps to 
obtain the consent of Peary and Cook.

“It has been m ost gratifying to have 
taken p art in the parade,” said Com­ 
m ander Peary, “and I am deeply ap­ 
preciative of the reception th a t has 
been given the officers and crew of 
the Roosevelt and myself.

Mrs. P eary also was delighted with 
the fine welcome given by the hu n 
dreds of m arine craft which showet 


tnemseives prou d ot the privilege of 
greeting her and h er distingu ished 
hu sband. 
She sm iled back her hap­ 
piness in response to each salu te, 
whether from a battleship or from a 
sau cy lau nch. 
Mrs. Peary had been 
deeply apprehensive th at the Cook 
controversy m ight chill the greeting 
to h er hu sband, bu t her fears w ere dis­ 
pelled when the Cetiu s, the first of the 
long line of crowded excu rsion steam ­ 
ers to pass the Roosevelt, threw an 
echoing and re-echoing volley of hu z­ 
zas and cries of “ P .nry, P eary” across 
th e w ater to the bridge w here she and 
Mr. Peary stood.

friends, gave Com m ander Peary and 
the 
Roosevelt 
a gracefu l 
greeting. 
Commodore Morgan espied the Roose­ 
velt off Stony Point, and in a jiff the 
signal q u arterm aster began to lower 
the yacht ensign at the taffrail. 
As 
the C orsair sw ept by the Roosevelt, 
Commodore Morgan doffed his cap and 
stood bareheaded u ntil the A rctic ship 
had passed, while Com m ander Peary 
waved his blu e yachting cap in recog­ 
nition. 
T here was a sharp contrast 
between the trim and lordly steam 
yacht anti the blu ff-bowed Roosevelt, 
bu t both flu ng the bu rgee of the New 
York Yacht clu b from the forem ast 
and were sisters in the sam e yacht 
clu b squ adron. 
The Roosevelt dropped anchor near 
the U nited S tates flotilla of scou t cru i­ 
sers, su bm arines and torpedo boats off 
N ew bu rgh in the evening, bu t the late­ 
ness of the hou r did not dim inish the 
noisy greeting of the vessels anchored 
there. Com m ander Peary and his par­ 
ty boarded a tu g and w ere pu t ashore 
a t Fishkill landing, w here they took 
a train for New York.
